For An Ohio Emergency 
I jNANIMOUS approval by the military committee 
^ of the state senate of an emergency bill to 
establish a new state guard Indicates what prob­ 
ably will be the solution of one of Ohio's im­ 
mediate problems. 
It is likely that the state's National Guard, now 
in federal service, will stay in federal service longer 
than one year. Along with the regular army, the 
state National Guards comprise the nation's ef­ 
fectual fighting strength. The draft army being 
trained will not be ready for a long time to come; 
it is still reserve strength. 
lo the meantime, Ohio has been without the pro­ 
tection which the militia in supposed to provide 
for emergencies. The general assembly could choose 
between alternatives—a new 
stale guard, or a 
greatly eularged state police force. Chief objection 
to the latter wan the expense entailed and the 
probability that onee increased In size any attempt 
to reduce it in the future would be strongly re­ 
sisted. 
Ideally, there might be a reasonable Increase in 
the size of the police force accompanying creation 
of a new state guard. The latter, due to Ila com­ 
position and lack of training at the outset, will not 
be suited to quick action, such as might be im­ 
perative in case of a real emergency.

Poisonous snakes are sent there 
from all over South America—In 
fact, from all over the world. I 
saw a fellow denizen of the United 
Htates there — a beautiful, black, 
velvety looking stranger from Ari­ 
zona, I was told, which had puz­ 
zled the immunity experts of our 
laboratories to find the nature of 
its venom, so they gent it to Brazil, 
where 
with 
true good-nelghborli- 
ness they are trying to manufac­ 
ture an anti-venom to fit its par­ 
ticular style of anti social activity. 
Extracting Venom 
My letter of introduction oper­ 
ated well, and I was most cour­ 
teously received and shown around 
by Senor J. Talarico. the director, 
Senor Taiarico’a offhand famili­ 
arity with reptiles can hardly fail 
to arouse emotions of astonish­ 
ment and admiration. I saw Senor 
Talarico 
handling 
not 
one, 
but 
dozens of snakes, all at the same 
time. Senor Talarico has been bit­ 
ten hundreds of times in bis seven 
years’ experience. 
But to see Senor Talarico ex­ 
tract the venom 
a rattier is 
a sight of scientific .wonder and 
delight. He gets the snake just 
hack of the head. 
This causes it to open its mouth 
automatically and show the two 
upper 
fangs, 
sharp 
as 
needles. 
Senor Talarico hares these with 
his steel instrument, stripping the 
gums hack, so wa can all get a 
good view of the show. Then he 
squeezes 
the 
poison 
glands just 
behind the jaws, and down the 
fangs run three or four drops of 
murky, yellow, opalescent liquid.

One millimeter. Senor Talarico 
explains,

will kill a man within 15 minutes. 
There have been some controver­ 
sies I have heard as to whether 
rattlesnake venom kills but there 
seems no doubt, on the basis of 
the Butantan institute experience 
that it can and does in many cases.
